What is DeskTop Publishing? 

The term" DeskTop Publishing " csxi be used 
for my form of publishing v/ork ccimpleted on 
a compu,ter, in which all of the usual 
publishing and printing work takes plac:e on a 
CDinputer's desktop. The author eitd the 
computer program used for the wmY tti\ts:.t 
the profffcsionals, v^/ho norraally concern 
themselves with i\\ of the typesetting, 
pegesetting end printing of the said piece. 
Naturally,, the proffesionals themselves 
csunot be replaced, but the techniques used 
by these people can be. When you ajquire a 
DeskTop Publishing (DTP) program yon have 
the tools of the trade, the knov/ledge to use 
these tools can. only be obtained v/ith 
practice. When purchasing the Geos DTP 
program you receive a very reasonably priced 
and pov^erful program (C64^128 standsids) 
that v/ill enable you to harness all of the 
programing power mi enjoyment on offer for 
our small 8-bit machines. The advanta^e.s of 
u Sing this soft V? are axe as follows; 

^ Ultimate use of dl your Geos software. 

^ Cost cutting and time saving . 

^< Easier text arid graphic management. 

Lets hope that this small aiticle helps in 
persuading you. to step into the v^orM of DTP 
and proves that it is v^orth while doing so. 

Which steps are nov/ necessary? 

Anyone, who has already worked on a 
publication, or done any typesetting before, 
will know that a fair bit of thought has to be 



put in to any v/ork done in this field. The thought 
concerns aJl steps of the publishing methods used. 
The thinking starts at the planning stage and is 
necessaiy when edditing, setting the graphics 
end organising the printout of the finished work. 

Step One 

General planning ( with paper and pencil) 

Especially at the beginning when the progr&in is 
new to you., you would be well advised to; make a 
few sketches of your ideas, decide where you 
want to have each article and in which order they 
should be in,, as well as to make a. list of the 
required text and graphics for the publication. 

Step Tv/o 

Type- and Graphic- setting 

GeoPublish takes it's input in the form of text 
and graphics from veiious Geos programs., as -well 
as other C64028 programs, such as Printfox, the 
Handyscanner progrsin, etc. The completed text 
and graphics eie combined to make a brand new 
GeoPublish document It is adviss.ble to include 
the type of font in the document during the 
editing phase to enable the correct length of the 
publish page to be assessed. 

Step Three 



Setting-up your WorkDisk 

To enable you to work effectively with 
GeoPublish it will be necessaiy to include a 
number of files on your workdisk's desktop. The 
list of necessary files can. be found in the 
accompariying user's manual A further list of 
ancillary programs for use with the main prograni 
can be found at the end of the GeoPublish siticle, 
The list should include possible sources. The 
extra programs sie not binding but they will 

continued' oyerleaf 
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mtkt life a bit easier for the "budding" 
publisher 

Step Four 

Layout (Ps^e- setting with GeoPu.blish) 

"S^hen working with GeoPublish, the 
document is setup eorid the layout for all pages 
is set within the publish document, The 
alredy prepared text is "poured" into one of 
the predesign&ted areas for the text and the 
graphics are "poured" into another area 
reserved for graphics only. GeoPublish has 
it's own, two completel).' seperate, text- and 
graphic-editing programs. The text-files 
shown in the GeoPublish menubox may only 
be use-d in cenjimction with GeoPublish after 
having been set in the document. The 
various GeoPublish components are viewed 
in more detail later on in the eiticle. 

Step Five 

Printing the finished document 

The printed version of your document can be 
obtained via the integrated printer-program 
v/ithin the GeoPublish umbrella-program; 
when printing with a matrix- printer, or from 
3^ seperate printer accessory- program called 
GeoPulLaser; when printing with a Is^er 
printer. 

Object orientated programs 

What is an object orientated program? 

The easiest method of explaining the 
meaning is by drawing a comparison between 
GeoPublish and another well known prograni 
out of the Geos collection - GeoPaint. The 
GeoPaint program is a pixel-orientated 
program. This means that a GeoPaint graphic 
consists of a set number of pixels (dots). 



GeoPublish, however, is an object- orientated 
progranrt that couldn't recognise a pixel (dot) if it 
got up and bit it! What I mean is this, when you 
wish to erase part of a GeoPaint graphic - you 
erase it dot for dot, well, I do anyway! Where as, 
with the publish program a graphic either 
imported from GeoPaint, GeoChart or from the 
GeoPublish graphic- editor program, has to be 
treated as an object. To clarify this explanation 
look at the following graphic.

Try doing that with GeoPaint. The first attempt 
made at erasing a graphic which is placed over 
arLOther one brings forth cries of dismay to the 
unwittingly inexperienced new User/ as lots 
(in this case, dots) of his hard work is (are) 
er&dicated in one foul sv^oop! The GeoPaint 
programi can only recognise the various dots of 
esxrh graphic which fall into the area being 
treated. 

Well folks, for those of you that have msnaged to 
bear v,'ith me over the past few issues and have 
bravely tried to keep awake, your efforts will be 
rewaided - in the next issue. Up until now we 
have discussed our way round the outskirts of the 
GeoPublish program. I feel that an objective look 
at the program and it's influences were necessary 
to enable all of the newcomers to Geos to grasp 
the subtle, diffe.renc.e.e betwfcen the veorioue 
progran-is, v/hich on first sight would appear to 
have roughly the same task in life. In the next 
issue we actually look at the components of the 
main program itself.

GeoPuHish takes up 99K leaving very 
little, and once additional fonts have been 
added, plus geoPsint, Desktop, Paint 
Pages, printer dri^-er and the file for 
conversion the disc is overflowing and 
there is no chance of having any rom for 
the converted file.Tlrierefore after many 
hours of fiddling around and trying out I 
have fin&lly managed to split the 
necessary files with room left, thus;-

After acquiring GEOS y1.3 in 1990. I hdve 
now upgrsded to GEOS -¥2,0 and heye 
subsequently upgraded my hsrd%\'are as 
'ft'ell I thought other GEOS i.isers may like 
to know how I have my GEOS system setup 
for ease of use. 
SYSTEM DISK 

Rather than using the originsd or hackup 
boot disks, I used Ms.-'.'erick ^€ to create s, 
new boot disk, Instead of the direct access 
techniques, the new system comprises of 
3 files that speedloads the Kernal snd 
Operating System, and then looks for 
auto-execute files and the Desktop, The 
only auto-exec files I currently run are 
nutoDate (produces a dialog box that 
allows you to qmckly set the Sj-stem clock 
and the current date), KlewSj'stem Error 
(to retm'n to Dual Top after a system 
error) and Autoloader (to start up Dual 
Top) and the Configure 2,0 file. Input 
dri^r is Joystick ty default (easier all 
round to use than a mouse, but I haven't 
got used one for a while) and MPS 801, 
The 801 driver is compatible with my 
MPS 1230 printer, but page 3 of the 
system disk hides an Epson FX80 dri\«r to 
drive the 1230 at 6 0dpi. 

Page 2 contains the Preference manager 
and my defeiilt preferences, including my 
personal pointer design, Next is the alarm 
clock DA (or desk accesory) fcllcwed by 
the calculator DA Slot 5 is held by the 
GEOS game GeoTile, based on the game 
mah johng, Slot 6 is Q £ D Edit, a neat 
text editor that can save Geowrite or 
sequential files (and I used it to write 
this!) These 2 files can be found on Run 
Power Pak 2 from RUN Publications, Ttie 
Maverick File Copier and the GEOS 
Diskcopy programs make up the final 2 
slots, for when I need to copy large 
numbers of files to different disks and to 
backup my latest work, This leaves 16K 
free, allowing for files to be quickly saved 



to it if necessary, and the DA's to fuiiction 
correctly (they need at least 5K to make 
a file that allows the application to be 
redrawn sndrestarted), 

GEOWRITE and GEOPAINT 

Ttie apphcation arid Dual Top fill the 
first 2 slots on the first page of these 2 
disks, The current printer driver is slot 3 
followed by the inactive driver. Next is 
either the Text or Photo Manager, for 
saving multiple text or photo scraps for 
re-use. The cslculator desk accesory is 
followed by the change printer DA, 
allo'S'ing me to s^mp printers during an 
application, (I normally print at 80 or 
240 dpi on the 1230, and 60dpi for my 
o\vn copy on the 801), Geowi'ite disk 
holds the Font Sv^iap DA, axid Geopsint 
has NewTools version 1 , 

Page 2 is the fonts, I currently have 9 
fonts on rny GeowTite disk, and Font 
S^^'ap lets me select the se'^^en that 
appear in the font menu I only copy over 
fonts to my Geopsint disk as I need them. 
Of course, running on 2 drives makes 
this easy, but I can't keep borrowing my 
brother's! 

OTHER DISKS 

1 currently have "Files" disks for 
Geowrite, Geopaint and Geobesic (the 
programming language) which contain 
the most recent files. In addition, there 
is the Qeos Write Utilities disk, which 
contains things like Geornerge (although 
Gecspeil is on its own disk, ready to set 
up a personal dictfonary), I have backups 
and work disks containing most of the 
important applications I have collected 
(eg Geobesic); most have the Dual Top 
file although not all have the printer 
driver (which causes a few problems..) 
As for the actual hard^^ifare, it cui'rently 
consists of a colour TV, 3 disk drives (1 
doesn't work), 3 printers (MPS 801, 
MPS 1230 and a Seikosha GPlOO which 
doesn't work - deja vu') and several 
joysticks,One major problem has always 
been power sockets; I currently only have 
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1 printer end 2 disk drives set up at a 
time, hinging out the MPS 1230 for big 
projects. At least uith the Maverick-made 
boot disk I don't have to remove my 
cartridge sJ though it ser''«s no purpose 
%vhen TOthin GEOS, To conclude though, 
the best setup is the one jciu. can use 
efficiently and the one that makes using 
GEOS as easy as it shodd be,

Side One 

As an example, here's the contents of 
Volume 1 September to show what Light 
consists of.

6, Hardvrare - this month a discussion on 
printouts fi'orn LIGHT (e'v^ry file can be 
printed quickly and easily). 

7, Reviews - readers review their 
software and hai'dware for other readers, 
starting this month v;!ith Action Replay 
and a Binary Zone utilities disk, 

8, Mews - the latest news; the results of 
LIGHTS competitions and a possible 
link-up viith the United States! 

9, Worlds - this is where tou'11 find 
occasional articles on GEOS, along with 
the Mini-Dictionary, a glossary of 
computer terms, 

10, Tips - all kinds of useful information,

Side Two 

Side 2 is a little bat different, and has to 
be loaded seperately, It is the bulletin 
board, Readers register their handle 
(funny or serious - mine is Merman/WSD 
while my brother's is MadScientist).
